1. Pursuant 4 referenced request, the follewing coz- 
ment is forwarded for your consideration: Subparagraphs | 
| 1 and S appear to be incoasistent relative to the Miranda 
Warning afforded an individual suspected of committing a 
crime. 


a. gubpersgrenn 1 provides that, when interviews of 
a suspect individuals are necessary, Miranda Wargings will 
be given. Subparagraph 5, however, refers to such inter- 
views as essentially adainistrative; and, as such, do not 
requige apprising the individual of the Mirands Right of 
an attorney. Instqgad, the individual will be joformed, 
prior to questioniny, that he has a constituticaal right 
to remain silent and that anything he says can aad will 
be used by CIA as avidence for disciplinary action against 
him or be used for possible prosecution by federal, state | 
or local authoritias. 


3. It is felt that any individual suspeeted of vio- 
lating Title 18 of the United? States Cade, regardless of | 
the extent of suspicion, should be advised regarding 311 
the provisions of thq Miranda Warning including the riche 
of an attorney. Therefore, it is recommended that Sub- 
paragraph 5 be 36 revised,
